At the: moment the North Burford Buoy, 


| witich broke adrift from its.moorings at the 
| head of the Burford Bank in Dublin Bay on 


Christmas Day, lies stranded at the base of 
the sea wall at Salthill, nearly midway 
between the railway station and the Martello 
Tower at Seapoint. A photograph which 
appears elsewhere affords a good picture of 
the present position of this well-known sea 
mark, as far as Dublin Bay is concerned. 

There is much local curiosity as to how 
the Irish Lights Commissioners will remove 
it; whether the removal will be by sea-—a 
difficult job—or by land by slinging it by 
means ot a temporary crane or derrick on to 
a railway truck and sending it to the Irish 
Lights store at Kingstown. 

“ the meantime the buoy is an object of 
local interest; much more so in its stranded 
position than it would be if it were lying in 
the stores yard. Heavy weather in the bay 
has prevented another buoy being placed in 
the position vacated, but this will be done 
as soon as it is possible to do so, ° 

The North Burford is a lighted buoy, as 
are most if not all of the principal marks in 
Dublin Bay; but it lies so far out that it *s 
not as readily visible from shore as the 
others. Passengers by the mail “ steamers, 
however, know the South Burford well.

Hidden Treasure. 

A correspondent, writing from Tanganyika 
Territory to The Times, tells a story of 
buried treasure which must be the oldest 
of its kind in the world. He lives on the 
slopes of Kilimanjaro, and relates that the 
natives believe firmly that a rich store of 
treasure lies hidden in the crater on the 
summit of the mountain. Those who dwell 
in the immediate neighbourhood have no 
idea of the origin of their belief; but the 
legend in Abyssinia is that the treasure 
was hidden by the first Menelik, Negus of 
Shoa, who was the offspring of King 
Solomon and the Queen of Sheba. He 
and his Ethiopian legions descended, like 
the Assyrian, upon the hapless people of 
Tanganyika and conquered the whole 
country as far as the Rufiji River. After 
many years, feeling that his end was near, 
the aged king led his whole army to the 
slopes of Kilimanjaro, which lie climbed 
with all his principal officers, bearing 
with him King Solomon’s ring and a great 
store of gold and precious stones. In the 
evening the officers returned and informed 
the army that Menelik, at his own orders, 
had been left with his treasure in the 
crater. The whole force then went home 
to Abyssinia. According to The Times 
correspondent, popular’ tradition in 
Abyssinia believes that one day a new 
king will arise in the land in whom old 
Menelik’s spirit will live again, and that 
he will swoop down once more on 
Tanganyika to recover his ancestor’s great 
wealth. In the meanwhile the recorder of 
this delightful tale is raising coffee on 
the slopes of Kilimanjaro, relying, no 
doubt, on the conciliating influence of the 
League .of Nations, to which the 
descendants of King Menelik have sworn 
allegiance, in the event of trouble from 
the North. The idea of buried treasure 
has an irresistible lure for men, whether 
they be Abyssinians or members of a West 
End club; and adventuresome spirits 
always will be found to throw their lives 
on the hazard in the vague and generally 
futile hope that fortune’ will smile on 
their search for hidden gold.

Contrasts in Japan. 


Some idea of the financial position of 
Japan may be gained from a perusal of 
the official income tax figures for that 
remarkable land. Japan is a country of 
contrasts. It has many rich men, a small, 
but growing, middle class with comfortable 
incomes, and an enormous population of 
virtual paupers. There are 60,000, 


persons in Japan, of whom nine have 


incomes which exceed £1,200,000 a year. 
Seven of these wealthy men are members 


of the famous Mitsui family, whose bene- | 


factions to English universities have made 
them well known in these islands. In 
Tokio and Yokohama, cities with a gross 
population of 2,400,000, only 700 persons 
have incomes ainounting to £5,000 a year. 
The average incomes of their inhabitants, 
therefore, must be exceedingly small, and 
thousands of them must be existing on the 
merest pittance. Japan’s poverty is due 
chiefly to the high cost of rice, which 1s 
the staple food of the people. Since the 
country’s population began to increase 
rapidly, production costs have risen 
enormously, and the demand for rice has 
become so great that prices have soared. 
Furthermore, rents are very high, and, 
but for the fact that the Japanese are a 
long-suffering race, there wculd have been 
a revolution Jong ago. Japan has made 
enormous strides in mechanical progress 
during the last twenty-five years, and 
technically is equipped quite as well as 
most European countries. From the social 
and democratic point of view, however, 
the Japan of to-day is like the England 
of King John. The country is governed 
by an oligarchy, with an autocratic 
Emperor at its head, and tradition dies 
so hard in the East that generations are 
likely to pass before western ideas of 
personal liberty take root. Yet the 
Japanese are a very great people. Their 
sole aim in life is the service of Nippon ; 
they have thought neither of life nor of 
property in its pursuit.

IRISH IN THE SCHOOLS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn.—In the course of his defence of com- 
pulsory Irish, at St. Andrew's College prize 
distribution, Mr. Justice Hanna made the 
claim that the study of Irish is as useful a 
discipline for the growing mind as the study 
of any other language. This calls for some 
reply. Gaelic a not on a par with such 
languages as English and French, for obvious 
Each .of these languages has been in 
use among cultured people for 
centuries. Under the selective and restrictive 
influences of education and literature a 
standard language has, in each case, been 
evolved, with established forms of construc- 
tion and modes of expression and fixed 
spelling. This has become the universal 
Janguage of the educated, while the un- 
educated masses have me to use the 
crude speech of particular dístmcts. It is an 
important part of the work of popular educa- 
tion to lead the masses to the use of the 
standard language. 

How has it been with Gaelic? For upwards 
of a century it has been almost exclusively 
spoken by an unlettered peasantry, and has 
gone the way which all vernaculars go when 
divorced from education and literature—that 
it has run wild. It has become diffuse and 
incoherent in construction, vague in expres. 
sion, and redundant, indefinite and over- 
lapping in vocabulary. In different districts 
different words have come to be used for the 
one object or action, and different objects or 
actions have come to be denoted by the one 
word. All this medley is now in course of 
being put into print (much of it for the first 
time) and labelled as ' modern Irish.’’ Every 
writer of .turres or text-books for school use 
prides himself on sticking to the constructions 
of his native district, and on spelling his 
words in accordance with the pronunciation 
of that district. Nobody will yield an inch 
in this matter. The total result is much the 
same as if the Yorkshire, Lancashire, 
Northumbrian, Somersetshire’ and Mother 
dialects of English were lumped together in- 
discriminately—that is, chaos. 

As a spoken tongue Gaelic is no more 
difficult to acquire than any other, providing, 
of course, that the learner concentrates him 
self on the speech of one area; but as a 
written language it is, in its present con- 
dition, simply unteachable to those whose 
mother speech is English, and whose mental 
processes have been moulded on the forms of 
that language. The perpetual variations in 
spelling and construction, according to the 
place of origin of the writer, are in them- 
selves sufficient. to bewilder the eve and baffle 
the memory, and thus render the learner's 
task an endless and hopeless one. It is easy 
to understand why so many cultured [rish- 
men, who have experienced no difficulty in 
mastering French, German or Spanish in the 
written lice, have given up in despair the 
attempt to learn Gaelic. 

There is no reason why this should be. 
If the Gaelic League or the Free State educa- 
tional authorities would take the language in 
hand, fix the spelling, and eliminate the in- 
coherencies and redundancies which have 
grown like weeds in a fair aces, as the 
result of a century’s neglect, Gaelic might 
well take its place among the languages of 
Europe as a worthy and efficient instrument 
of educated human intercourse. When this 
has been done it may become all that Mr. 
Justice Hanna claims (so prematurely) for it. 
As it is, however, those who are endeavouring 
to teach Gaelic to English-speaking pupils are 
engaged upon an impossible task. They are 
simply ploughing the sands. Incidentally, 
too, by weakening the pupil’s sense of the 
importance of accuracy in word and letter. 
they are making the teaching of English and 
other languages more difficult and less 
effective. No teacher need be told this. The 
whole country will realise it in due course.—

NEW YORK, Thursday. 

Great interest has been aroused in Wall 
street circles by the announcement from 
Paris that the ten-million dollars in gold, 
shipped on board: the Rochambeau yester- 
day by the Guaranty Trust Company for 
the account of the Bank of France, would 
probably be followed by two other ship- 
ments of about the same amount. Although 
the Guaranty Trust Company declines to 
confirm the report, Reuter learns that it 
appears to be well founded. This latest 
shipment has brought the total outflow of 
metal from the United States by Decem- 
ber up to 63,808,000 dollars. 

The currency position in Europe is being 
followed here with the closest attention, 
and the keenest interest is being taken in 
the efforts of Continental countries to re- 
establish themselves on the gold standard. 

It is expected here that the Bank of 
Italy will soon attempt to purchase gold, 
and in view of the premium on sterling 
exchange financial circles are of the 
opinion that Italian purchases of gold will 
be made in New York rather than in 
London. The statement recently pub- 
lished in London to the effect that “a 
political movement is now being started in 
New York to organise a campaign of pro- 
test all over America against the export 
of gold,” has caused some astonishment in 
Wall street, and it is generally agreed 
that no such movement has manifested it- 
self in this country. 

Exchange experts here, commenting 
upon the reduction of the discount rate 
by the Bank of France, say that the reduc- 
tion is simply the recognition by the bank 
of conditions which have prevailed in the 
French money market since last March, 
when the rates on the money market in 
Paris remained around three per cent., 
and at times dropped lower. It is pointed 
out that the reduction brings the bank rate 
more nearly in line with the money 
market, which is usually a potent factor 
in controlling the discount rate ol the 
Central Bank.

The paper understands that the Bank ol 
France has during 1927 bought a consider- 
able quantity of gold from the Bank ol 
England and from the Federal Reserve 
Bank. When the Bank of France has 
regained possession of the 1,400,000,000 
gold francs deposited as Á pledge with the 
British Treasury for t account of the 
French Treasury the total reserves of the 
Bank of France will, it says, amount to 
6,500,000,000 francs. 

The Echo de Paris adds:—‘‘ Thus an 
approach is gradually being made towards 
financial rehabilitation, the forerunner of 
stabilisation, which will not, however, be 
carried out before the elections, as M. 
Poincaré said.”

Over a very wide area the temperature 
remained continuously below freezing 
point 

Sunshine was again plentiful in most 
places. In spite of the brilliant weather 
many regions have now had upwards olf 
forty-eight hours of uninterrupted frost, 
but strong winds imithe South have pre- 
vented much ice from forming on ponds 
and Jakes. In the North ice is already 
bearing locally. 

There was occasional snow in parts of 
Southern England yesterday, particularly 
in Devon and Cornwall, ed a rather 
heavy fall was reported from Dartmoor, 
where the recent blizzard was excep- 
tionally severe, and caused drifts of from 
fifteen to twenty feet in depth. Torquay, 
Falmouth and Penzance all had snow 
showers yesterday. 

For the fifth day in succession a North- 
Easterly gale raged in the Channel, though 
it began to show signs of abating last 
evening. 

The indications which yesterday morn- 
ing led the Air Ministry to raise hopes of 
milder weather before long have not been 
maintained, and a continuance of wintry 
conditions is now predicted over the week- 
end. Further. occasional snow is probable 
in some districts.

_The villages of Grosmont, Llanvetherine 
and Llangattock Lingoed, situated near 
the foot of the Black Mountains, a few 
miles from Abergavenny, Monmouthshire, 
have been cut off from the outer world for 
four days. Unless a thaw sets in the 
villagers and cattle, it is feared, may 
suffer acutely from privation. 

Their plight has been caused by snow- 
drifts, ten and fifteen feet high, which 
have made roads impassable. A postman 
was able to walk a distance of only three 
miles in four hours, and then collapsed. 
It is estimated that there are twenty miles 
ef snowdrifts in the Abergavenny rural!

Thirty-four further outbreaks of ' foot- 
and-mouth disease in the English midlands 
have been confirmed since last Saturday. 
There have been slaughtered 1,170 cattle, 
922 sheep and 148 pigs, and the estimated 
compensation amounts to £27,800. 

The first of the series of outbreaks, 
which have now numbered 47, was found 
in the public abattoir, Birmingham, on 
December 10, and it was thought that 
the infection was carried there from Wilt- 
shire. New centres of disease were found 
at Grimsby on December 25, in the 
Borough of Nottingham, and at Mowsley, 
near Market Harborough, on Wednesday. 


FURTHER RESTRICTIONS. 

The Derbyshire infected area was ex- 
tended on December 24th to cover 
approximately fifteen miles round Don- 
caster, and on Wednesday to cover 
approximately ten miles round Notting- 
ham. On Wednesday an Order declared 
an area of between fifteen and twenty 
miles round Mowsley, Leicestershire, as 
affected. 

The following are “ stand-still ”. areas: 
Counties of Derby, Stafford, Teitéster. 
Warwick, Worcester, Nottingham and 
Lincolnshire (all three divisions).; ‘parts 
of the Counties of Lancashire, Yorkshire 
(West Riding), Yorkshire (East Riding), 
Shropshire, Cheshire, Flint and 
Gloucester ; the whole of the Counties of 
Rutland, some of Peterborough and 
Northampton, and a small portion of 
Oxfordshire. :

Half 
the herd were British Friesians, and the 
remainder mainly shorthorns and 
Guernsey. Three of the Friesians had 
yielded over three thousand 
milk this year.

THE SCHOOLS OF 


IRELAND. 


R. W. G. HANSON tells in four 
lectures the story of the early 
monastic schools of Ireland, and tells it 
well. His book may help to dissipate 
the ignorance which prevails regarding 
the contribution of these schools to the 
life of the Church in the seventh, eighth 


and ninth centuries of our era. Mrs. J. 
R. Green’s saying is as remarkable as it 
is true, that ** probably in these centuries 
no one in Western Europe spoke Greek 
who was not Irish or taught by an Irish- 
man.” This, no doubt, was due to the 
fact that Ireland lay so far from the 
track of the barbarian invaders. 

The first lecture deals with the schools, 
the second with St. Columban and his 
contemporaries, the third with the 
scholars of the eighth and ninth centuries, 
and the fourth, a difficult and somewhat 
fragmentary chapter, with John Scotus 
Erigena. Very little is told of St. 
Patrick and little of Ireland. ‘‘ We know 
less of Irish scholars in their own country 
than we do abroad.’’ 

Why was the light of knowledge so 
soon extinguished? Mr. Hanson quotes 
from Professor Oman: “The Celtic 
Church produced many great saints and 
many devoted missionaries, but it was 
always lacking in order and organisa- 
tion. For those who have to ad- 
minister a Church tact, practical wisdom 
and a broad charity of spirit are also 
necessary.” This is a sympathetic, 
scholarly and well-written book.

appointed traffic manager in 1904, when there 
was strenuous competition between the com 
pany and the Corporation, which resulted in 
the latter selling hair telephone plant to the 
State. Mr. Rodger took up his present, duties 
in Leeds following the transfer of the National 
re Company to the State in 1912. He 
has had valuable experience of the automatic 
system, being the chief officer concerned in 
the conversion of the Leeds, Halifax and 
Wakefield areas from the manual system, and 
in the conversion of the Keighley area now 
in progress.

A DUBLIN COAL ENTERPRISE.

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Twelve months ago, in a seasonable mes- 
sage, President Cosgrave expressed the hope 
that the year 1927 would bring increased 
happiness and prosperity to the Free State. 
“The wails of the pessimists, the laments of 
the keeners, the spasmodic outbursts of mis- 

uided and misled little Irelanders,’’ said the 

resident, “‘ would be powerless to stop the 
onward march of the Free State.’’ 

Looking back over the year’s happenings, 
with all the troubles and trials that have 
been the lot of the young State and those 
who have guided its course through dis- 
turbed waters, one can now share the view— 
which last year was a hope—that the State 
will continue to surmount all difficulties in 
the way of its onward march. The past 
twelve months have been a severe testing 
time for the state of the country, and the 
fact that the new National Loan, which was 
floated in the last month of the year, should 
have been over-subscribed within ten days of 
its flotation, is a convincing proof of the 
stability of the State and of the “' greater 
measure of respect and good-will which the 
Free State holds within the comity of 
nations,’ to quote the late Mr. Kevin 
O’ Higgins. 

THE JUNE ELECTIONS. 

“If the year 1928,’’ said the late Vice- 
President of the Executive Council, “finds 
us enjoying higher repute, it will be because 
within the year there was the disappearance 
or diminution of the things which make for 
our discredit ; because by conscious 
effort we will have eliminated factors of 
instability.”’ Little did anyone think that it 
was through the death of Kevin O’Higgins 
that the State wes to find the way to salva- 
tion. The crime :f his death struck at the 
foundations of ordered Government, but the 
Administration wethered the shock, and the 
Dail in its wisdoni passed two measures, one 
the Public Safety Act and the other the 
Electoral Amendment Act, which completely 
changed the political outlook. In June, 1927, 
the fourth Dail dissolved, and in the general 
election which was held in that month the 
parties were returned as follows :—Govern- 
ment, 47; Fianna Fail, 44; Labour; 22; 
Farmers, 11; National League, 8; Indepen- 
dents, 16. President Cosgrave and his 
Ministry retained office, but with a party 
that numbered less than one-third of the 
elected representatives.

Act political events moved quickly. Having 
pledged themselves not to enter the Dail or 
take the Oath of Allegiance, the Fianna Fail 
deputies, having first presented themselves at 
Leinster House and sought admission to the 
Dail without taking the oath, reconsidered 
their position, and on the 12th August they 
took their seats in the Dail, having taken the 
Oath of Allegiance, as required by the Con- 
stitution. Mr. de Valera’s explanation was 
that they regarded the oath as ‘‘an empty 
formula.’”’ The advent of Fianna Fail into 
the Dail changed the whole aspect of affairs, 
and at once a vote of “No confidence ” in 
the Government. was -tabled. The Labour 
Party, under Mr. T.. Johnson, and the 
National League group, under Captain Red- 
mond, with the Fianna Fail deputies and 
some Independents, supported the motion, 
which came on for discussion on Monday, 
16th August, and resulted in a victory for 
the Government by the casting vote of the 
(Mr. M. Hayes). This was the 
famous division from which Alderman Jinks, 
a member of the National League, unex- 
pectedly abstained. 

THE SECOND ELECTION.

During the year the Oireachtas got through 
a great deal of law-making. Amongst the 
meatures disposed of were the Shannon Elec- 
tricity. Bill, the Currency Bill, the Public 
Safety Bill, Constitution Amendment Bill 
and Electoral Amendment Bill. Measures 
rejected were the Town Tenants Bill, intro 
duced by Captain Redmond, and the War 
Memorial Bill, which proposed to acquire 
Merrion square as a permanent) memorial to 
the Irish soldiers who fel: in the Great War. 
A bill to remove the oath of allegiance from 
the Constitution was also rejected. 

SIGNS OF PROSPERITY. 

An indication of the increasing prosperity 
is seen in the fact that the trade returns for 
the ten months to the end of October show 
a welcome fall in the adverse balance of 
trade. From £17,956,000 on Slst January, 
1927. it, had fallen to £17,024,000 on Slst 
October, but the greater part of this adverse 
balance is covered by “ invisible exports.” 
While the imports during the first ten months 
show an increase by three-quarters of a 
million pounds compared with those of the 
corresponding period of the previous year, 
exports have advanced by just over two 
million pounds. The value of cattle exported 
was down by nearly half a million pounds, 
but the figures for horses, sheep and pigs 
(the latter especially) showed an increase. 

A number of commissions set up by the 
Government, concluded their investigations, 
and their findings, as published, promise in. 
teresting changes in legislation. Amongst 
them were the Banking Commission, as a 
result of which we are to have a new 
coinage. The report of the Commission on 
Evil Literature also foreshadows legislation. 

OTHER NOTABLE EVENTS OF THE 

YEAR. 

In January, 1927, the Roya! Hospital at 
Kilmainham was closed after a lifetime of 
240 years in the country’s history. 

Towards the end of January Ireland and 
Great Britain were swept by a hurricane, the 
wind reaching a velocity of 100 miles an 
hour, and causing widespread damage. Early 
in February a steamer. was wrecked on the 
Tuskar Rock, off Wexford. 

The plight of the people in part of Cork 
County was revealed by the death from star- 
vation of a family in Adrigole in April, 

The establishment of a new radio station in 
Cork in April marked a further stage in 
the development of wireless in the Free 


, because of her geographical 
situation, of necessity took a keen 
interest in the different Atlantic aeroplane 
flights. On the 10th May watchers 
on the south-west coast were the last 
to see the French airman, Nungesser, who 
was lost in the first attempt of the year to 
cross the Atlantic. On the 20th and 2ist 
May, Lindbergh, the American flier, made his 
memorable flight of the Atlantic.

In October a wave 
of horror swept over the country when the 
news spread that in a fierce storm on the 
West Coast 45 fishermen had lost ‘their lives 
off the Mayo and Connemara are 
Western Disaster Fund which was o was 
generously supported.

THE BOOTERSTOWN CRIME. 

The Governor-General, Mr. T. M. Healy, 
was bereaved through the death of his wife, 
a daughter of the late T. D. Sullivan, on 8th 
July. On the 10th July Mr. Kevin O' Higgins 
Minister for Justice, was murdered on nis 
way to Mass at Booterstown Church. On the 
15th July Countess Markievicz, a well-known 
figure in Irish politics, died. On 4th August 
Mr. John Dillon, the last Chairman of the 
[rish Parliamentary Party, died in London. 
On the 29th August the Most Rev. John 
Henry Bernard, -D.D., Provost of Trinity 
College, died after a long illness. In: the 
same month another distinguished scholar of 
Dublin University passed away in the person 
of Professor Adrian Stokes. Dublin Uni- 
versity, as well as the City and country 
generally, sustained a severe loss by the 
death of Lord Iveagh, which took place on 
7th October. On the 17th October there 
passed away Sir Henry Robinson, who for so 
many years was associated with the Depart- 
ment of Local Government in Ireland during 
the old régime. 

On the 23rd October the death of Cardinal 
O'Donnell, Primate of All Ineland, was 
learned with regret by all sections of Irish- 
men. 

On 5th December Mr. Bertram H. Barton 
was killed while hunting with the Naas 
Hounds.

At Lisdoonvarna District Court, District 
Justice Gleeson presented to Sergeant James 
Davies, Civic Guard, the parchment certifi- 
cate of the Royal Humane Society for life- 
saving. 

On the 17th August last, Miss Agnes 
Geoghegan, of Gort, and Miss Eva Burke, of 
Tipperary, went bathing in the sea off 
George s Point, at New Quay. They were not 
long in the sea when they found themselves 
in the grasp of a swift and dangerous current, 
They made frantic efforts to reach the land, 
but failed, and for nearly a mile they were 
borne helplessly along parallel to the e. 

Their cries íor help attracted the attention 
of Sergeant Davies, who plunged into the 
water, fully dressed, and, being a powerful 
swimmer, succeeded, after a desperate fight, 
in reaching Miss Burke and bringing her to 
safety. Almost simultaneously a boat was 
launched by Messrs. Gaynor, Purcell and 
Minogue, who reached Miss Geoghegan at a 
point some four hundred yards farther up the 
shore.

DUBLIN METROPOLITAN CATTLE, 
North Circular road, Thursday.—Our weekly 
market fixture, after holiday interruption, is 
again returning to its more normal dimen- 
sions and characteristics. The buying 
personnel embraced the usual following of 
home trade, and a full, businesslike attend- 
ance in shipping interests. Most local vic- 
tuallers, having more or less of a meat carry- 
over to nen, Ne cover their wants, were 
cautious and reticent bidders in face of a 
rising market; but cross-Channel dealers and 
Commission men were keener and larger 
buyers, as the snowed-up state of England 
makes it impossible to get supplies of stock 
from feeding centres to principal markets. 
There is also the difficulty of foot-and-mouth 
restrictions yonder to deal with. Ten areas 
are now scheduled as closed against the re- 
moval of butchers’ or store stock, and even 
animals for immediate slaughter for the pre- 
sent are barred from being driven or sent 
across these standstill districts. These cir- 
cumstances proved favourable to our market, 
there being quite an active trade for London, 
Midlands, Lancashire and Scotch sections. 
Cattle over the day’s proceedings may be 
reckoned a good 10s. to 20s. per head deurer, 
and sheep fully 2s. to 4s. or 5s. up on pre- 
vious terms. With Canadian cattle now done 
with, and labour matters at the other side 
of the Channel getting into a more settled 
and progressive groove, our live-stock in- 
dustry, after the long period of depression 
that it has passed through, should now at 
least become more stabilised. Hides and 
skins are making comparatively high rates 
recently, and with fairly remunerative terms 
current for off-fall also, these appear to give 
a substantial rebate on prices for cattle and 
sheep on foot.

INCREASE IN THE RESERVE. 


The Bank of England return 1s noteworthy 
for an increase of £2.000,000 in the reserve, 
a movement. which raises that item to 
£33,547 429. The increase is the result of an 
addition of £2,000,000 to the coin and bullion, 


the amount of which has been raised to 


£152.408,849. As the increase in the latter 
item exceeded by £600,000 the amount of 
gold received on foreign account during the 
week it is assumed that 500,0W sovereigns, 
which were brought from New York by the 
Berengavia, were paid into the Bank on 
private account, the operation being equiva- 
lent to an internal movement of the gold. 
Despite the market borrowing the inctease 
in the ‘other securities is rather less than 
£9.500.000. The Government securities are 
£5,595.000 up, and with a decrease of 
€3.883,000 in the public deposition, the 
addition to the private deposits 1s £21 000,000, 


raising the total to nearly £124 ,000,000. 


Mainly because of this last movement the 
proportion of reserve to liabilities is 14 
lower at 244 p.c. compared with this time 


last vear. The coin and bullion shows an 
increase of about £1,300,000, and the reserve 


one of £3,353,000.
